Speaker Terms Rulings “Foolish”
and Getting Worse, Not Better

Pharmacists of the country are or-
gauizing to fight what they term fool-
igh restrictions imposed by Congress,
according to spenkers today at the con-
vontion of the Pennsylvania 1'harma-
coutieal Associntion at the Bellevue-
Siratford Hotel.

Samuel L. Hilton, of Washington,
D. (., president of the Amerlcan P'har-
maceutienl  Asgocintion, said: "‘No
other profession 1 surrounded by =o
many foollsh restriotions as is  the
phermacentieal profession, If we do
not get together we will have more re-
strietione Imposed, and matters will be-
come worse instead of better. No one
lknows where the restrictions are going
to enil, 1 pledge my ald toward the
egtablishment in Washlngton of na-
tional headquarters, where legislution
can l;c' watehed and our interests pro-
tected,”

Bricker arrived in this city after an
automobile telp from New York, where
he was ‘‘kidaapped’’ off the ship that
brought him from South Americn by
Major Samuel O, Wynne, head of the
county detective force, This move Was
made to forestall an attempt on the part
of Bricker's friends to hold him in New
York on a writ of habeas corpus. ¢
Arriving here the party, made up o
Major Wynne, District Chief James Ir-
win, Gordon Lehman and Detective
Fred C. Voigt, who brought him back
from Paraguay, Assistant District At-
torney Charles E. Fox, Dr. Bricker
and a group of newspapermen stop wed at
a restaurant near the Roosevelt boule-
vard and had a hearty menl, Here the
doctor also was allowed to talk with
his son, Robert Bricker, over the tele-
phone.

After he had finighed
shelled crabs and steak, Dr.
